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Rutherford: 
Apostle of Hate

Cartes TAZE RUSSELL was the founder of the sect 
that came to be known as Jehovah’s Witnesses, but the man 
who was chiefly responsible for its phenomenal growth and for 
the missionary zeal of its members was Joseph F. Rutherford. 
Indeed, for a number of years the members of the sect were 
commonly called Rutherfordites, and he has left the imprint of 
his spiteful, vituperative and malign character more clearly 
upon the organization than its nostrum-peddling founder. 

Rutherford was born in 1869 at Boonville, Missouri, where 
his parents worked a small farm and attended the Freedom 
Baptist Church. Joseph became a stenographer at the local 
court and thus became familiar with legal forms and proce- 
dures, and acquired a smattering of law. Though he attended 
no college or law school, he managed to secure a license to 
practice law in Missouri in 1892, at the age of 23. In those days 
siandards for admission to the bar were notoriously low. 

His record before the bar is certainly not unblemished. 
Twice he was fined for contempt of court, once on August 8, 
1894 in the Circuit Court of Morgan County at Versailles, Mis- 
souri, and again on May 15, 1895, in the Circuit Court of Cooper 
County at Boonville, Missouri. On January 11, 1897, the Kansas 
City Court of Appeals reaffirmed a decision of the Cooper Cir- 
uit Court against him and coupled with the decision a censure 
“of what appears to be sharp practice.” 


Was Rutherford ever elected a judge? No. His turn 
ame to preside over the local court in the absence of the reg- 
lar judge on four different occasions, each time for one day 
nly. On two of these occasions no case came before the court; 
each of the other two occasions only minor cases came up. 

Yet he masqueraded most of his life behind the title 
Judge,” to which he had, of course, no legal right. In so doing

] HE visit of Khrushchev and Bul- 
ganin in England is transparently a venture 
in experimental psychology”—thus the Na- 
tional Review; “can the Western world be 
acclimated by the technique of injecting 
slightly larger quantities of toxin over a 
considerable period, to normal social inter- 
course with slavemasters? 

“There is no other reason for the trip. 
Discussions about disarmament, or about 
hydrogen bomb tests, or about strife in the 
Middie East could far more easily have 
taken place in neutral, and concededly 
amoral chancelleries, such as the United 
Nations. In any case, they need not, to 
minimize the chances of success, have been 
held in Chequers, or Windsor Castle. Nor 
cam any serious person suggest that social 
contact will soften obdurate hearts. The 
hand that clasped the hand of Elizabeth 
(or did they kiss her hand? As they might 
have done that of her great-aunt, the 
Czarina Alexandra?) had shaken the hand 
of Stalin more vigorously, and the hand of 
Roosevelt just as ingratiatingly. 

“The leaders of East and West have not 
met to settle affairs of state, but to test the 
temper of the people. If the people can be 
calloused to the physical presence of the 
leaders of Communism, does it not follow 
that they can be calloused to Communism 
itself? And if so, could the leaders of the 
West (assuming they were disposed to do 
so) ever succeed in mobilizing the people 
to heroic efforts to resist Communism? 
This, we suggest, is what Khrushchev and 
Bulganin will talk about, on their return, at 
their first meeting with the Politburo. No 
one will think to ask, it is our guess, what 
was decided about arms to Egypt, or any- 
thing else so relatively trivial.” 

It would seem that America is losing 
its capacity for indignation. That is what 
so puzzles men like Bishop O’Gara, Bishop 
Lane, Father Rigney, and the many others

But 
the men and women of that time 
will have to work. While the satisfac- 
tions of life are much the same for a 
nomad or for a stay-at-home, people 
must have a sense of achievement. 
However attractive one finds the 
“siesta psychology,” man is a maker. 
But a shortened work-week gives to 
everyone more time to spend: as he 
pleases. That could be good: mindful 
as you are of the old adage, whose 
ae idleness is, it could be 
ad. 


Family life and the joy to be found 
within that circle rests on affection. 
How rich are sons. and-daughters who 
learn to show genuine, constant, and 
unselfish love. It will be years before 
today’s little children fully disclose 
the attitudes which are now being 
absorbed. It is natural for parents to 
assume that their children can love 
other persons. As a matter of fact 
too many “persons learn to love only 


For the Christian, prayer is the 
central activity in life. It is a center 
around which all his actions revolve. 
A good spiritval life directs every 
person in all that he does.

Parents anticipate the needs of the 
child and guide him in the making 
of right decisions. In all. things par- 
ents must aim to rear children who 
see clearly and choose firmly. Truth 
is the reality the child must learn to 
recognize. If parents are in error, it 
lessens the expectation of success. 

In this series the emphasis is on 
maturity. That person is mature who 
can do what is expected of him with 
inner composure and with outer com- 
petence. Maturity can never be an 
absolute thing. It is a goal’ toward 
which one moves steadily through- 
out- his life. 

Maturity can be examined under 
several aspects. Maturity has some- 
thing to do with habits of health, at- 
titudes toward work, spiritual values, 
the capacity to love, the idea of a 


good time, and regard for the rest of 


the community. 

In the twinkling of an eye, today’s 
parents will be staring — unbeliev- 
ingly — at their grown-up children. 
The maturity of their children will 
be’ the measure of their success.

Like the endless stream of news on a 
ticker tape, the daily story of our Home 
Missions—its opportunities, its urgent 
meeds—comes to The Catholic Church 
Extension Society.

W\ HEN an Evangelical Seminary in 
Spain was closed, some Catholics in this 
country and in other countries rushed into 
print with condemnations of the Spanish 
for their action.
